Mr.  Chairman,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and  consideration 
the  Annual  Report  for  1968  prepared  according  to  the  directions  of  the  Minister 
of  Health. 


I took  up  my  appointment  on  the  1st  August,  1968,  on  the  retirement  of 
Dr.  J.  Coutts  Milne  who  had  served  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Farnborough  and  Fleet  and  the  Hartley  Wintney  Rural  District 
Council.  In  addition  I also  took  over  the  duties  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
the  Borough  of  Aldershot  from  Dr.  J.  Craig  Lindsay  who  retired  during  1968. 

The  vital  statistics  show  that  the  general  standard  of  health  in 
Farnborough  are  good,  the  one  disturbing  figure  being  the  continued  rise  in  the 
death  rate  from  lung  cancer  in  men. 

The  birth  rate  continued  to  rise  and  is  higher  than  the  national  figure 
and  the  figures  for  the  surrounding  districts. 


The  new  District  General  Hospital  to  be  built  at  Frimley  Park  and 
which  will  serve  the  Farnborough  area  is  scheduled  to  open  in  1972.  The  work 
of  planning  the  hospital  is  far  advanced  and  building  should  start  in  the  near 
future .

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The  Hospital  will  contain  a major  accident  centre  providing  a 
twenty-four  hour  service  for  all  types  of  emergency  cases. 

The  Hospital  has  been  planned  on  the  basis  of  co-ordination  and 
co-operation  between  the  three  branches  of  the  health  services  and  it  is 
expected  that  General  Practitioners  will  play  a considerable  role  in  staffing 
some  Departments  of  the  Hospital.  The  local  health  authority  and  the  welfare 
authority  will  require  to  augment  their  present  services  in  order  to  meet  the 
increased  demands  which  will  be  placed  upon  them  by  the  early  discharge  of 
patients  to  their  own  homes. 

The  present  number  of  home  helps  serving  in  Farnborough  is  24  and 
this  figure  compares  with  44  in  1964.  The  Home  Help  Service  will  require  to 
be  brought  up  to  at  least  the  1964  strength  to  meet  demands  which  will  be 
placed  upon  it  with  the  opening  of  the  new  district  general  hospital. 

The  South  West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board  proposes  to 
recommend  the  closure  of  the  Farnborough  and  Cove  Memorial  Hospital 
together  with  other  hospitals  in  the  surrounding  districts  once  the  new  district 
general  hospital  at  Frimley  is  in  use.  Although  there  can  be  no  future  for  the 
Farnborough  and  Cove  Memorial  Hospital  as  a modern  hospital  unit,  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  some  use  can  be  made  of  the  building  and  perhaps  it  can  be 
converted  to  provide  Day  Care  facilities  for  elderly  persons. 

Measles  vaccination  was  introduced  during  the  year  to  the  routine 
immunisation  and  vaccination  programme.  The  number  of  children  vaccinated 
with  the  measles  vaccine  should  result  in  less  children  developing  this 
disease  during  the  coming  year,  when  one  would  normally  expect  an  increased 
number  of  cases  due  to  the  two  year  cycle  of  mild  measles  epidemics. 

Lectures  were  given  during  the  year  to  various  groups  including  the 
Principals  of  Day  Nurseries,  the  North  East  Hants  Pre-School  Play  Group 
Association,  the  Farnborough  Technical  College  Courses  for  Medical  Secretaries, 
The  Hampshire  County  Council  Careers  Convention  held  at  the  Salesian  College 
and  at  Area  Meetings  arranged  for  the  School  Medical  Officers  and  Nursing 
Staff. 


A syllabus  of  health  education  was  prepared  for  use  in  schools  and 
programmes  of  health  education  arranged. 

Many  complaints  were  received  from  residents  in  houses  adjoining  the 
Sycamore  Road  Sewage  Works  during  the  year.  The  complaints  arose  because 
of  the  nuisance  caused  by  unpleasant  smells  and  flies  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Sewage  Works. 

A joint  report  submitted  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  Council  was  accepted  and  modifications  have  been 
authorised  which  should  ensure  that  the  problem  does  not  recur. 
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Complaints  were  also  received  that  the  coke  fired  heating  system 
in  some  of  the  older  Council  houses  were  giving  rise  to  fumes,  especially 
noticeable  in  bedrooms.  The  older  heating  systems  which  have  been  found  to 
be  defective  will  be  replaced  by  modern  equipment  in  the  near  future. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  help  and  encouragement  and  to  all  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  and  in  particular  to  Mr.  Snowden,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
and  Mrs.  Thompson,  Chief  Clerk,  for  their  very  great  help  and  devotion  to 
duty  in  coping  with  the  increased  burden  and  responsibility  which  was  placed 
upon  them  as  I have  only  been  able  to  allocate  a small  amount  of  my  time  to 
the  district  in  view  of  my  other  commitments.

Causes  of  Death 

The  number  of  deaths  in  men  from  cancer  of  the  lungs  has 
increased  from  10  in  1967  to  15  in  1968,  an  increase  of  50%. 


Although  the  numbers  are  small,  nevertheless  the  trend  is 
disturbing.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  deaths  from  the  other  forms  of 
cancer  show  little  variation. 

, The  relationship  between  cigarette  smoking  and  lung  cancer  has 

been  convincingly  demonstrated.  It  is  very  unusual  to  find  anyone  dying 
from  lung  cancer  who  has  not  smoked  cigarettes.  The  relationship 
between  cigarette  smoking  and  lung  cancer  must  be  known  to  the 
majority  of  the  population,  yet  a large  proportion  of  the  population  still 
prefer  to  smoke  cigarettes. 

Clearly  a great  deal  more  Health  Education  is  required  to 
convince  the  public  that  it  is  in  their  own  interests  to  stop  smoking 
cigarette  s . 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948  and  Welfare  Problems 


Many  welfare  problems  have  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Department 
during  the  year. 

With  good  will  and  co-operation  between  the  County  Welfare 
Department  and  the  Health  and  Housing  Departments  staff,  a solution  to 
these  problems  is  usually  found. 

Personally,  and  I believe  that  many  other  people  also  agree  with 
this  view,  a better  local  service  could  be  provided  if  and  when  the 
recommendation  of  the  "Seebohm"  Report  are  implemented  and  a 
Director  of  Social  work  is  appointed  for  the  area. 

The  Report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Local  Government 
recommended  that  the  same  authority  should  be  responsible  for  health, 
welfare  and  housing  in  the  community. 
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The  shortage  of  geriatric  beds  in  the  area  is  another 
problem.  The  new  hospital  planned  for  the  area  makes  provision  for 
increase  in  the  total  number  of  geriatric  beds.  This  is  a welcomed 
development  and  if  it  can  be  combined  with  an  increase  in  the 
Community  Care  Services,  this  would  go  a long  way  towards  meeting 
the  needs  of  the  area  especially  the  older  people  who  have  no 
relatives  or  friends  to  help  with  their  care.

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PROVISION  OF  GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  URBAN 
DISTRICT 


District  Health  Sub  Committee 

Certain  functions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
have  been  devolved  by  the  County  Council  upon  a specially  appointed 
District  Health  Sub  Committee.  This  Sub  Committee  consists  of 
representatives  of  the  County  Council,  District  Council,  voluntary 
organisations  and  other  bodies  concerned  with  the  Health  and  allied 
services.  The  functions  mainly  devolved  are  Day  Nurseries,  Ante- 
natal and  Post-natal  Clinics,  Child  Health  Clinics,  Midwifery, 

Health  Visiting,  Home  Nursing,  Vaccinations  and  Immunisations  and 
Home  Help  Service. 

Meetings  of  the  Sub  Committee  are  held  twice  a year,  ensuring 
that  local  needs  of  the  personal  health  services  are  kept  under 
review.

The  Ambulance  Service  is  maintained  by  the  County  Council.  A 
sub-depot  with  one  large  ambulance  and  one  utilecon  ambulance  is 
stationed  at  Farnborough  and  this  is  controlled  from  the  Aldershot 
Ambulance  Station.

Vaccination  against  Measles  was  conamenced  in  the  early 
spring  this  year  when  the  Department  visited  Infant  Schools  and 
Playgroups  in  Farnborough  offering  vaccination.  A total  of  866 
vaccinations  have  been  made  during  the  year. 

Vaccination  against  Measles  is  now  one  of  the  recommendations 
of  the  Joint  Committee  of  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  who  advise 
that  vaccination  should  be  carried  out  at  1 5 months.

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REPORT  OF 


THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1968 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Farnborough  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1968,  my  29th  as 
your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I think  that  without  question  the  year  of  1968  has  been  one  of 
the  most  intensive  in  my  service  with  the  Council.  Arising  out  of  the 
Maud  Report,  the  Council  adopted  a scheme  of  Delegation  of 
Functions  to  Committees  and  Chief  Officers,  with  a view  to  stream- 
lining duties  and  responsibilities.  At  the  same  time  various  duties 
were  re-allocated  to  Committees  and  Departments.  It  was  decided 
that  the  management  of  Public  Conveniences,  both  public  and  at 
recreation  grounds  should  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Health 
Department  and  the  service  re-organised,  and  that  all  the  duties  in 
connection  with  grants  for  the  improvement  of  houses  and  areas 
should  also  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Housing  improvement  work  is  progressing  steadily,  but  further 
declaration  of  areas  was  held  in  abeyance  pending  proposed  new 
legislation,  which  it  is  hoped  will  simplify  the  procedure  and  make  it 
more  effective. 

The  Council  reviewed  the  staffing  of  the  Department  and 
appointed  an  additional  Public  Health  Inspector  and  a Meat  Inspector 
for  duties  at  the  Slaughterhouse.  We  were  saddened  by  the  sudden 
death  of  our  Chief  Clerk,  Mr.  W.  G.  Howe,  who  had  been  a member  of 
the  Department  for  the  whole  of  his  working  life  of  36  years  and  who 
had  given  loyal  and  conscientious  service  during  that  long  period. 

A great  deal  of  attention  was  given  to  the  Public  Cleansing  and 
Salvage  Section  of  the  Department.  This  was  necessary  because  of  the 
expansion  of  the  service.  We  undertook  the  collection  of  refuse  from 
all  Military  Establishments  in  the  area  on  a re-chargeable  basis  and 
commenced  an  organisation  to  comply  with  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  1967  to 
deal  with  the  increasing  problem  of  discarded  and  unwanted  vehicles. 

In  the  midst  of  all  this  development  and  at  Christmas  time  the 
Departmental  Depot  with  all  its  contents,  including  our  fleet  of  refuse 
collection  vehicles,  was  destroyed  by  fire.  This  was  a disaster  of 
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the  first  magnitude,  but  notwithstanding  the  resulting  chaos,  we 
were  able,  with  the  assistance  of  surrounding  authorities  and  the 
co-operation  of  vehicle  manufacturers,  to  maintain  our  regular 
service  without  serious  interruption,  and  to  re-equip  our  vehicle 
fleet.  By  arrangement  with  our  Army  colleagues,  we  were  fortunate 
in  being  able  to  obtain  the  use  of  vacant  army  premises  in  which  to 
house  our  vehicles  and  install  new  salvage  plant,  and  our  salvage 
organisation  was  fully  operational  within  three  months.  It  was 
fortunate  that  a new  paper  baling  machine  due  for  delivery  the  week 
before  the  fire  had  been  delayed.  The  use  of  these  premises  is 
temporary  and  immediate  steps  were  taken  to  proceed  with  the 
provision  of  a new  depot,  a project  which  had  been  intended  for  some 
years. 


The  working  party  on  Refuse  Disposal  in  North  East  Hants 
and  the  adjacent  areas  of  Surrey  continued  their  deliberations  and  it  is 
hoped  that  a report  will  be  available  during  1969.  In  the  meantime 
negotiations  are  proceeding  with  the  army  authorities  for  an 
alternative  site  when  the  present  tipping  area  in  Sunnyhill  Road  will 
be  completed  about  the  middle  of  1969. 

The  provision  of  a new  Slaughterhouse  in  Pinehurst  to 
replace  the  Peabody  Road  premises,  and  which  was  mentioned  in  my 
last  report,  has  not  yet  materialised,  although  the  lengthy  procedure 
and  negotiations  are  still  proceeding. 

In  the  following  pages,  I have  dealt  with  and  commented  on 
the  activities  for  which  I am  responsible. 

I express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  encouragement,  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Council  and  my  fellow  officials  and  to  the  staff  and  workpeople 
of  the  department.  My  deputy,  Mr.  J.  Astin,  ably  took  charge  during 
my  absence  through  illness,  and  he  and  the  Superintendent, 

Mr.  W.  Redfern  worked  hard  and  efficiently  to  maintain  so  well  the 
Public  Cleansing  organisation  after  the  destruction  of  our  Depot  and 
vehicles .

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1.  WATER  SUPPLY 

It  is  a duty  of  the  Department  to  ensure  that  every  house  is 
provided  with  a satisfactory  water  supply. 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  by  the 
Mid-Wessex  Water  Company  and  the  supply  arrangements  continued  to 
be  satisfactory.  I am  informed  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Company, 
Mr.  Adam  Hope,  B.  Sc.  , F.  I.  C.  E . , that  no  changes  of  note  have  been 
made  during  the  year  and  I am  obliged  to  him  for  information 
contained  in  this  section  of  the  Report. 

Liaison  was  maintained  between  the  officers  of  the  Company 
and  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Sources  of  Supply 

The  supply  is  obtained  principally  from  the  deep  wells  in  the 
chalk  at  Pumping  Stations  at  Itchel,  Greywell  and  Lasham  in  varying 
proportions  according  to  the  demands  on  the  system. 

Treatment 


The  water  from  the  wells  serving  the  area  varies  in  hardness 
from  16.  5 to  21  grains/ gallon  and  softening  is  carried  out  at  the 
sources  in  order  to  reduce  the  hardness  to  12  grains/ gallon  which  is 
the  statutory  limit  for  the  Urban  District. 

The  water  from  the  sources  is  practically  sterile  in  the  raw 
state  before  treatment,  but  is  given  a precautionary  dose  of  chlorine 
during  the  normal  process  of  treatment,  in  conformity  with  modern 
waterworks  practice. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  distributed  in  the  area 
varies  between  0.  1 and  0.  2 parts  per  million. 

Purity  of  Supply 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  regularly  by  the  Company  before 
and  after  treatment  at  the  Works  and  in  supply.  They  are  examined 
chemically  and  bacteriologically  by  the  Company's  resident  Chemists 
and  Bacteriologists  and,  in  addition,  samples  are  submitted  to  an 
outside  laboratory  for  independent  examination  and  report  at 
regular  intervals. 

The  reports  during  the  past  year  on  all  treated  waters  have 
shown  a consistently  high  standard  of  organic  and  bacterial  purity. 

The  water  does  not  have  any  plumbo  solvent  action. 
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Conditions  of  Supply  Generally 


The  supply  to  all  premises  served  within  the  Urban 
District  is  constant  and  laid  on  directly  from  the  main.  Adequate 
supplies  were  at  all  times  available  without  restriction. 

2.  • DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

(a)  Sewage  Treatment  and  Disposal 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  H.  Bird,  reports  that  the 
extended  and  re-constructed  Sewage  Disposal  works  at  Sycamore  Road 
have  been  completed  and  the  Gove  works  closed. 

The  trouble  from  fly  infestation  from  the  new  works 
experienced  by  residents  in  the  neighbourhood  continued,  and  became 
very  serious.  Consultants  were  engaged  who  advised  that  the 
sprinklers  be  covered  and  work  on  this  proposal  is  proceeding.  A 
nuisance  from  smell  is  also  being  caused  by  the  new  sludge  burning 
plant. 

(b)  Sewers  and  Drains 


The  sewer  in  Sandy  Lane  was  extended  to  provide  drainage  for 
new  housing  development  in  that  area.  This  will  also  make  available 
main  drainage  for  four  houses  at  present  provided  with  cesspools. 

The  number  of  houses  not  on  main  drainage  has  been 
reduced  to  37.  One  house  in  Coldharbour  Lane  was  connected  to  the 
sewer,  and  two  houses  at  Sycamore  Farm,  Avenue  Road,  vacated  for 
demolition.  Investigations  are  being  made  with  a view  to  improving 
drainage  arrangements  in  the  remaining  unsewered  areas,  in  particular 
in  the  Lynchford  Lane  area. 

A monthly  free  service  is  provided  by  the  Council  for 
emptying  cesspools  at  domestic  premises  where  a sewer  is  not 
available. 

The  supervision  of  new  drainage  works  so  far  as  it  is  covered 
by  the  Building  Regulations  is  carried  out  by  your  Engineer  and 
Surveyor's  Department  and  in  other  cases  by  your  Public  Health 
Department. 

The  following  is  the  position  in  areas  which  are  without  main 
drainage,  where  cesspools  or  septic  tanks  are  still  in  use.

RIVERS,  STREAMS  AND  WATERCOU RS ES 


The  effluent  from  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  the  South 
Ward  discharges  into  the  River  Blackwater.  These  streams, 
together  with  the  Marrow  Brook  are  under  the  control  of  and  are 
maintained  by,  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board. 

There  has  been  a considerable  improvement  in  the  Cove 
Brook  since  the  discontinuation  of  the  Cove  Sewage  Works  and  fish 
life  is  becoming  evident.  With  the  construction  of  the  Greater  London 
Estate  along  the  banks  of  the  Cove  Brook  there  has  been  much  trouble 
from  dumping  in  the  brook,  but  it  is  hoped  that  as  building  becomes 
completed  in  this  vicinity  and  with  the  collection  facilities  made 
available  by  the  Council  there  will  be  an  improvement.  The  Council 
has  gone  to  much  trouble  and  expense  in  planting  trees  and  providing 
and  maintaining  riverside  amenities. 

4.  SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 


The  details  included  in  Table  1 in  the  Drainage  and  Sewerage 
section  show  the  number  and  types  of  sanitary  accommodation  other 
than  fresh  water  closets  in  use  at  premises  which  are  not  connected  to 
the  Council's  sewers. 

Only  5 houses  remain  which  are  not  provided  with  water 
closet  accommodation  and  where  pail  closets  are  still  in  use.  Three 
were  abolished  or  converted  to  water  closets  during  the  year. 

5.  PUBLIC  SANITARY  CONVENIENCES

The  management  of  Public  Conveniences  was  transferred 
from  the  Engineer  & Surveyor's  Department  to  the  Health  Department. 
It  is  proposed  to  replace  the  present  staff  of  part-time  employees 
with  a mobile  service  of  full-time  employees  and  to  incorporate 
within  this  service  the  recreation  ground  toilets,  at  present  serviced 
by  recreation  ground  employees. 

A programme  for  improving  or  replacing  toilets  at  the 
recreation  grounds  is  being  put  into  effect.  It  is  intended  that  they 
shall  be  as  vandal-proof  as  possible,  but  there  is  no  way  of  making 
them  completely  proof  against  the  vandal  who  is  determined  to  wreck 
the  conveniences.  Regrettably  this  is  on  the  increase. 

6.  THE  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE 

General 


Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  responsible  to  the 
Health  Committee  for  the  administration  of  the  collection  and  disposal 
of  household  and  trade  refuse,  and  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
salvage.  Considerable  attention  was  given  to  this  service  because  of 
continuing  increased  commitments.  A collection  service  was  organised 
for  all  Military  Establishments  in  the  area  on  a re-chargeable  basis, 
and  we  provided  the  facilities  required  by  the  Civic  Amenities  Act. 

In  considering  the  intractable  problem  of  dumping  to  which 
I have  already  alluded  in  connection  with  Cove  Brook,  it  is 
appropriate  to  consider  the  services  which  are  provided  by  the  Council 
in  Farnborough.  They  are:- 

1.  A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse. 

2.  A separate  weekly  collection  of  salvage  in  most  of  the  area  and 
this  is  being  extended. 
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3.  A free  collection  of  bulky  articles  on  request. 


4.  A litter  patrol  service  to  collect  dumped  material. 

5.  A compound  where  people  may  take  rubbish,  and  bulk 
containers  are  being  provided  on  Council  Estates. 

6.  Discarded  motor  vehicles  are  collected  as  found  or  notified. 

In  addition  to  all  this  we  provide  a service  for  the 
collection  on  a chargeable  basis  of  trade  refuse,  as  frequently  as  is 
required. 


I think  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  any  Authority 
providing  a more  comprehensive  collection  service.  Why  then  does 
this  deplorable  dumping  take  place.  Do  these  people  not  know,  or 
do  they  experience  some  satisfaction  in  disfiguring  their  surroundings, 
just  as  vandals  seem  to  get  satisfaction  from  their  exploits. 

I have  already  made  reference  to  the  fire  which  destroyed 
our  depot  and  vehicles.  We  were  able  to  replace  our  vehicles 
quickly,  and  in  this  respect  we  were  indeed  fortunate  when  we  know 
how  long  it  norrhally  takes  to  obtain  these  specialist  machines.  Our 
salvage  operations  had  to  be  suspended  for  three  months,  and  this 
affected  our  income,  although  by  the  time  of  the  fire  we  had  already 
reached  our  estimated  income  target  for  the  year. 

Refuse  Collection 

Dustbins  and  disposable  sacks  are  in  use  and  the  latter 
system  is  being  adopted  at  new  premises.  Following  extensive  tests, 
we  have  decided  to  adopt  the  Bin  Liner  System  for  future  development. 
For  this  purpose  a plastic  bin  or  container  is  used  in  which  to  hold  a 
plastic  liner,  although  these  liners  can  also  be  used  in  ordinary  bins 
if  in  good  condition. 

Refuse  collection  at  Military  Establishments,,  included  the 
extensive  use  of  bulk  refuse  containers.  Our  vehicles  were  able  to 
handle  these  and  we  have  extended  the  system  into  the  civilian  area, 
where  it  is  an  advantage  to  do  so.  This  makes  urgent  a satisfactory 
method  for  keeping  them  clean.  This  will  mean  bringing  them  to  the 
depot  for  cleaning,  a complicated  and  expensive  operation,  unless  we 
can  devise  an  alternative  system,  and  towards  this  end  I have  been 
experimenting  with  disposable  liners  for  some  time.  If  we  can  find  a 
solution  on  these  lines,  it  will  result  in  considerable  financial  savings, 
both  in  operating  costs  and  in  purchasing  equipment. 

Our  incentive  bonus  scheme  for  refuse  collection  has 
operated  successfully  and  it  was  our  intention  to  extend  it  to  the  salvage 
employees,  but  this  was  held  up  by  Government  Policy. 
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In  May,  1967  the  Prices  and  Incomes  Board  issued 
Circular  29  setting  out  methods  of  increasing  the  pay  of  the  lower 
paid  workers  in  Local  Government  Service. 

As  a result  of  the  circular  the  National  Joint  Council  for 
Local  Authorities  Services  (Manual  Workers)  brought  in  a firm  of 
Management  Consultants  to  prepare  model  schemes  of  work  study 
for  issue  to  Local  Authorities  who  wished  to  implement  the 
provisions  of  Circular  29- 

Farnborough  was  selected  as  a "guinea  pig"  along  with  a 
County  Borough  Council,  a Borough  Council  and  a Rural  District 
Council. 


The  whole  of  the  Council's  manual  staff  who  were  not 
already  covered  by  a bonus  scheme  were  subjected  to  work  study 
in  order  to  try  to  save  5%  or  10%  in  costs,  which  would  then  be 
paid  back  to  the  employees  in  that  section  in  the  form  of  a bonus. 

In  this  department  the  study  covered  15  employees  who 
work  on  salvage  collection  and  disposal,  Civic  Amenities  and  other 
refuse  collection  work.  The  refuse  collectors  were  excluded 
because  of  the  existing  bonus  scheme. 

It  was  not  found  possible  to  make  any  reduction  in  the 
overall  cost  of  the  collection  and  disposal  work,  but  by  increasing 
the  tonnage  of  salvage  collected  and  sold  it  was  possible  to  reduce 
the  unit  costs  of  the  service  and  so  enabled  a 5%  bonus  to  be  paid  to 
the  employees  from  30th  November,  1968. 

The  calls  on  our  special  bulky  refuse  collection  service 
greatly  increased  and  1274  were  made  during  the  year. 

The  refuse  disposal  compound  provided  in  accordance 
with  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  where  people  can  bring  rubbish  of  all 
descriptions,  was  open  on  Saturday  and  Sunday  mornings. 

The  Council  have  made  arrangements  with  a scrap  merchant 
to  collect  and  dispose  of  dumped  or  unwanted  motor  vehicles. 

Trade  Refuse 

This  service  was  extended  and  improved,  and  as  a result 
the  income  was  increased  to  a total  of  £2,002.  One  hundred  and  seventy 
six  traders  are  covered  by  this  service.  Bulk  containers  are  being 
introduced  to  premises  producing  large  quantities  of  refuse.  A rental 
charge  of  £6  per  container  per  annum,  and  a charge  of  10/-  per 
container  for  each  collection  is  made. 
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Refuse  Disposal 


Tipping  continued  on  Army  Land  at  Sunnyhill  Road,  in  the 
Borough  of  Aldershot,  but  this  site  will  be  completed  about  the 
middle  of  1969.  Negotiations  are  proceeding  with  the  Army 
Authorities  for  further  facilities  on  their  land.  This  may  take  the 
form  of  a scheme  to  landscape  the  re-building  of  the  Army  Camp. 

In  the  meantime,  the  working  party  of  officers  formed  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  continue 
their  deliberations  with  particular  reference  to  the  long-term  refuse 
disposal  needs  of  the  area. 

The  Sunnyhill  tip  is  operated  on  behalf  of  the  Council  by  a 
contractor  who  supplies  the  labour  and  machinery  required. 

The  number  of  loads  received  at  the  tip  was  5,  893. 


Salvage 


The  amount  of  salvage  (paper,  cardboard  and  rags) 
collected  continued  to  increase  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  fire  which 
suspended  operations,  it  would  undoubtedly  have  been  a record  year. 
703  tons  were  sold,  resulting  in  an  income  of  £6, 484. 

Following  the  fire,  which  destroyed  our  former  temporary 
depot  which  we  rented  from  the  Ministry  of  Technology  and  as  the 
accommodation  which  we  now  occupy  from  the  Army  Authorities  is 
for  a temporary  period,  the  Council  decided  to  provide  a new  Depot 
as  early  as  possible.  It  is  hoped  that  this  project  will  be  completed 
by  the  time  we  have  to  vacate  our  present  accommodation  early  in 
1970. 


A paper  baling  press  of  the  latest  design  was  obtained,  and 
fortunately  it  had  not  been  delivered  when  the  Depot  was  destroyed, 
and  this  is  proving  very  efficient  and  capable  of  handling  whatever 
quantity  of  paper  we  can  collect.  We  also  introduced  a new  type  of 
collecting  vehicle.  Both  the  new  press  and  the  vehicle  have 
resulted  in  a saving  of  labour.  This  is  especially  important  to  us  as 
it  is  difficult  to  recruit  workmen.

Public  Cleansing  Staff  and  Workpeople 

The  establishment  of  the  Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage 
section  of  the  Department  was  33,  comprising  Superintendent, 
Assistant  Superintendent/Mechanic,  Baling  Shed  Foreman  and  30 
Drivers,  Loaders  and  Sorters,  two  of  whom  are  women. 

Sickness 


The  amount  of  sickness  amongst  our  workpeople  was  much 
less  than  last  year,  233  days  against  430.  Two  of  our  long  serving 
employees  retired  on  grounds  of  ill  health  early  in  the  year. 

Provision  of  Refuse  Receptacles 

Disposable  sacks,  either  paper  or  plastic  are  provided  free 
where  the  system  is  in  use.  Normally  one  sack  per  house  is  supplied 
but  a second  one  is  issued  if  found  to  be  justified.  More  than  one 
should  not  be  required  where  the  special  salvage  collection  service 
operates,  and  this  is  being  extended  to  cover  the  whole  area.  Four 
thousand,  one  hundred  and  nineteen  houses  are  now  on  the  disposable 
sack  system. 

Injection  moulded  plastic  bins  are  sold  by  the  Department 
for  use  in  those  parts  of  the  district  where  the  dustbin  system  still 
operates,  the  intention  being  that  these  will  be  suitable  for  use  with 
liners  if  this  system  is  extended  to  those  areas. 
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During  the  year  890  sack  holders  or  containers  were 
provided  at  new  or  existing  houses.  One  hundred  and  thirteen 
informal  notices  requiring  the  provision  of  refuse  receptacles  were 
served  and  108  complied  with. 

Vehicles 


With  the  loss  of  our  fleet  of  refuse  collection  vehicles  we 
had  to  obtain  what  machines  were  available.  Dennis  Brothers  were 
able  to  supply  our  requirements,  partly  by  new  and  partly  by  vehicles 
which,  although  not  new,  had  only  been  used  for  demonstration 
purposes.  They  are  not  of  the  same  capacity  as  our  previous 
vehicles  and  lack  certain  special  features  such  as  automatic 
lubrication  on  which  we  had  intended  to  standardise.  Nevertheless, 
we  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  re-equip  so  quickly  and 
appreciate  the  co-operation  of  the  manufacturers.  No  doubt  it  meant 
delaying  deliveries  to  other  Local  Authorities. 

At  the  Farnborough  Air  Show,  a firm  had  supplied  to  the 
Department  on  loan,  a new  prototype  refuse  collecting  vehicle  with 
a hydraulic  ejection  ram  for  unloading  purposes,  thus  avoiding  the 
use  of  tipping  vehicles,  which  could  not  be  operated  in  our  present 
Depot.  It  proved  to  be  successful  and  a considerable  time  saver,  and 
it  was  decided  to  purchase  one  instead  of  replacing  the  Pantechnicon 
type  of  vehicle  which  had  to  be  manually  stacked  and  unloaded. 

As  all  our  vehicles  are  now  modern  they  will  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  The  Motor  Vehicles  (Construction  and  Use) 
Regulations  1966,  as  they  come  into  operation. 

Our  Assistant  Superintendent/Mechanic,  Mr.  G.  Miles, 
maintains  all  the  vehicles  and  machinery  in  the  Department  on  an 
excellent  and  economical  basis.  I hope  that  any  changes  that  may  be 
made  in  connection  with  vehicle  maintenance  will  not  mean  heavy 
additional  expenditure  to  the  service.  It  is  one  thing  introducing 
change  for  efficiency  which  we  all  want,  but  not  change  if  it  is  going 
to  increase  cost  without  increasing  efficiency.

8.  AIR  POLLUTION 

It  is  estimated  that  Air  Pollution  costs  the  country  more 
than  £350  million  a year;  £5  for  every  man,  woman  and  child  Each 
day  a person  breathes  in  15,000  quarts  of  air.  We  are  very  concerned 
with  the  purity  of  the  water  we  drink,  why  should  we  not  be  equally 
concerned  with  the  purity  of  the  air  we  breathe? 

There  has  been  a great  improvement,  in  particular  by 
industry,  since  the  introduction  of  Clean  Air  legislation  Indeed, 
according  to  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Alkali  Inspector,  British  Industry 
has  been  spending  £ 32  million  a year  on  air  pollution  control,  the 
greater  part  by  the  Nationalised  Industries.  Although  this  has 
dramatically  reduced  industrial  pollution  by  smoke,  the  intractable 
problem  of  sulphur  pollution  remains.

Most  of  the  boiler  plants  in  factories  and  buildings  in 
Farnborough  are  oil  or  gas  fired,  and  these  did  not  give  cause  for 
corrplaint  during  the  year.  All  new  chimneys  must  be  approved  by 
the  Department,  who  must  be  satisfied  that  the  height  of  the  proposed 
chimney  is  sufficient  for  the  adequate  disposal  of  smoke  grit,  dust 
and  gases,  so  as  not  to  be  prejudicial  to  health  or  a nuisance.  Two 
such  proposals  were  received,  and  the  heights  of  the  chimneys  were 
increased  at  the  request  of  the  Department.  The  main  source  of 
pollution  by  smoke  in  Farnborough  is  thus  domestic  No  smoke 
control  orders  have  been  made. 

The  Coal  Handling  Plant  at  the  Farnborough  Main  Line 
Station  continued  to  be  a source  of  concern,  notwithstanding  the 
measures  taken  to  reduce  the  nuisance  from  dust.  Its  situation  and 
elevation  in  relation  to  nearby  houses  makes  it  so  difficult  to  operate 
without  nuisance.  Deposit  tests  are  regularly  carried  out  to  check 
the  effect  of  the  measures  taken  to  reduce  dust  nuisance. 

The  Council  are  Members  of  the  National  Society  for  Clean 
Air,  and  also  contribute  to  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research  on  Atmospheric  Pollution,  and  your  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  is  your  representative  on  the  standing 
conference. 

9.  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 


I'here  is  a small  open  air  Swimming  Pool  and  paddling 
pool  in  the  district  owned  and  managed  by  the  Council.  The  Swimming 
Pool  is  provided  with  an  up-to-date  filtration  and  chlorination  plant. 

It  is  well  patronised  and  regularly  used  as  a teaching  pool  by  those 
Schools  without  a Swimming  Pool  of  their  own.  The  paddling  pool  is 
emptied  and  re-filled  frequently  and  is  chlorinated  by  hand  dosing. 

There  is  an  indoor  heated  swimming  bath  at  a Private  School 
in  the  area,  and  open  air  pools  at  three  Tunior  Schools,  namely 
Fernhill  Junior,  St.  Peter's  and  Cove  Manor.  Twenty  samples  of  the 
water  were  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  The 
results  are  shown  in  Table  5.  Mr.  H.  Batson,  one  of  our  District 
Inspectors,  paid  a lot  of  attention  to  these  pools,  particularly  the 
Swimming  Bath,  following  unsatisfactory  results  on  samples  of  the  water.

PEST  INFESTATION  CONTROL 


Pest  control  is  a basic  necessity  in  Environmental  Health, 
and  an  Officer  is  employed  on  these  duties.  He  is  provided  with  a 
light  van  in  which  to  carry  his  equipment.  Research  is  being 
continually  carried  out  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  by  the  manufacturers  of  insecticides  and  others,  to  improve 
knowledge  on  pest  behaviour  and  to  produce  new  insecticides.  This 
is  necessary  because  both  rodents  and  insects  can  become  immune  to 
poisons  and  insecticides  at  present  in  use.  Infestation  should  be 
reported  immediately  so  that  treatment  can  be  carried  out  without 
delay.  Occupiers  of  premises  can  also  assist  by  practising 
elementary  principles  of  hygiene,  avoiding  accumulations  of  refuse 
and  lumber,  the  proper  disposal  of  waste  food,  and  other  attractions 
to  vermin. 

(a)  Rodent  Control 

Most  of  the  work  of  the  Pest  Control  Officer  is  concerned 
with  the  destruction  of  rats  Regular  attention  is  given  to  places 
where  rats  are  likely  to  breed,  or  be  attracted,  namely,  sewers, 
sewage  works,  refuse  tips,  slaughterhouses  and  the  like. 

No  charges  are  made  for  work  carried  out  on  private 
dwellinghouses.  In  the  case  of  business  premises,  the  charges  are 
based  on  the  cost  of  the  work.  By  arrangement  with  the  proprietors, 
treatment  for  the  eradication  of  rodents  and  other  pests  is  under- 
taken at  business  premises  on  contracts  covering  periods  of  three, 
six  or  twelve  months. 

Details  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  are

Rechargeable  rodent  and  other  pest  control  work  produced 
and  income  of  £188. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  represent  the  Council  on  the  North  East  Hampshire 
Pest  Control  Committee,  which  comprises  eight  Local  Authorities  in 
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North  East  Hampshire.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food,  the  Aldershot  Military  District  and  the  Hampshire 
Agricultural  Executive  also  send  representatives.  The  meetings 
of  the  Committee  are  held  three  times  a year  in  different  districts. 

(b)  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949 
No  formal  action  was  taken  under  the  Act. 

(c)  Rodent  Treatment  of  the  Sewers 


Two  treatments  of  the  sewers  were  carried  out.  In  the 
first  treatment  11  instances  of  infestation  were  found,  a 
considerable  reduction  over  1967,  and  a thorough  treatment  carried 
out.  A test  later  in  the  year  showed  only  4 cases  and  these  were 
dealt  with.  All  were  in  the  older  sewers  in  South  Farnborough;  the 
remainder  of  the  District  was  found  to  be  free  from  infestation. 

(d)  Insect  and  Animal  Pests 


There  was  a constant  demand  for  this  service  and  we  were 
requested  to  deal  with  a large  variety  of  pests.  146  visits  were  made 
to  investigate  or  deal  with  the  following; -

22  wasps  nests  were  destroyed  involving  24  visits.  A 
charge  of  10/ -d.  is  made  for  each  nest  destroyed. 

Supplies  of  insecticide  may  be  purchased  from  the 
Department  to  enable  householders  to  carry  out  work  themselves  when 
they  are  able  to  do  so. 


As  far  as  possible,  ponds,  ditches  and  watercourses  in  the 
area  were  kept  under  observation  for  mosquitoes  and  treatment  carried 
out  when  required. 


Roof  timbers  of  all  new  properties  are  treated  with 
insecticide  to  control  infestation  by  the  House  Longhorn  Beetle  and  no 
cases  were  reported  or  discovered. 

Reference  has  been  made  to  the  fly  infestation  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Sycamore  Road  Sewage  Works  and  the  action  proposed  to  deal 
with  this  problem. 
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11. 


DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION  WORK 


One  dwelling  house  was  treated  for  infestation  by  bed 
bugs  (cimex  lectularius)  and  two  for  fleas. 

12.  CARAVAN  SITES  AND  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


There  continued  to  be  a demand  for  residential  caravan 
sites  in  the  area.  The  site  in  Hawley  Lane  situated  on  land  owned  by 
the  Council  and  leased  to  a private  operator  was  fully  occupied.  This 
ate,  which  is  licensed  for  78  caravans,  will  be  affected  by  the 
construction  of  the  new  Motorway,  and  the  site  is  to  be  altered  to 
accommodate  the  caravans  displaced.

Service  premises  there  are  two  large  factories  in  the  district,  one 
engaged  on  the  manufacture  of  electronic  equipment  and  the  other, 
prefabricated  buildings.  The  remaining  factories,  which  num.ber  73, 
are  small  premises.

(b)  Outworkers 

Names  and  addresses  of  four  outworkers,  persons  who  do 
work  at  home  on  behalf  of  factories  in  other  districts,  were  received 
from  other  Local  Authorities.  Visits  were  made  to  ensure  that  the  work 
was  carried  out  under  satisfactory  conditions  and  this  was  found  so  in 
each  case. 

(c)  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

As  much  time  as  possible  was  spent  on  the  Administration 
of  the  Act  during  1968  and  a further  40  premises  were  registered, 
bringing  the  total  to  355. 

81  premises  received  a general  inspection  and  53  notices 
were  served  in  respect  of  200  contraventions  described  in  Table  7. 
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22  notices  were  complied  with  during  the  year 
leaving  65  to  be  carried  forward  into  1969.  Most  of  these  were 
partially  comiplied  with 

One  Certificate  of  Exemption  under  Section  46 
previously  in  force  was  withdrawn  with  the  construction  of  new 
premises. 

Accidents 


15  accidents  were  reported  all  being  of  a minor  nature 
and  no  statutory  action  was  taken.  Details  are  given  in  Table  9. 

Prosecutions 


Proceedings  were  taken  under  Sections  9 and  1 1 in 
respect  of  the  lack  of  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  facilities 
at  a Dry  Cleaner's  receiving  office.  They  were  fined  £9  and  £6 
costs.  The  business  was  discontinued. 

Co-operation  with  owners  and  occupiers  of  premises  has 
continued  to  be  satisfactory.  Premises  are  still  being  found  by 
routine  inspection  which  have  not  yet  been  registered.

PET  ANIMALS 


Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

Two  licences  were  issued  for  the  sale  of  Pet  Animals. 

The  premises  were  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Although  this  Act  is  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  animals, 
there  is  another  aspect  which,  in  my  opinion,  requires  consideration. 
I think  the  type  of  animal  now  being  sold  from  these  premises  is 
becoming  somewhat  different  from  that  which  was  envisaged  when  the 
Act  was  passed.  Snakes,  sometimes  poisonous,  alligators,  fierce 
monkeys  and  other  wild  animals  now  seem  to  come  under  the  heading 
of  "Pets".  Judging  by  reported  escapes  of  these,  it  would  seem  that 
some  form  of  control  is  required,  in  the  interests  of  safety. 

16.  RIDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1964 


We  have  no  licensed  establishments.  There  is  one 
establishment  which  was  formerly  licensed  and  where  conditions  were 
not  satisfactory.  The  business  was  discontinued  but  is  still  being 
used  for  stabling  and  as  a riding  establishment  by  private 
individuals.  Our  only  control  is  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  and 
this  procedure  is  being  investigated. 

17.  LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  three  instances.  Two 
related  to  food  and  are  described  in  the  section  on  food  on  page  56 
and  the  other  concerned  contraventions  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act  and  is  described  in  that  Section  (page  44). 

18.  FARNBO ROUGH  AIR  SHOW 


We  endeavoured  to  put  into  effect  the  recommendations 
contained  in  my  Report  on  the  last  Air  Show,  but  we  encountered  the 
usual  problems,  particularly  since  facilities  were  not  ready  in  time. 
This,  combined  with  heavy  rainfall,  made  things  very  difficult  indeed, 
and  presented  many  problems.  However,  we  coped  with  the 
situation  and  no  instances  of  food  illnesses  were  reported. 

Our  regular  staff  was  supplemented  by  two  qualified  Public 
Health  Inspectors  from  the  Army  School  of  Health. 

19.  NOISE  CONTROL  - THE  NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  I960 

One  need  only  attend  a meeting  in  a room  with  the  windows 
open  in  a built  up  area  to  realise  what  a strangle-hold  noise  has  gained 
on  our  environment.  It  has  increased  insidiously  and  remorselessly,  so 
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that  except  in  extreme  cases,  people  have  taken  it  for  granted 
and  regard  it  as  inevitable,  which  it  is  not.  It  takes  many  forms. 

Some  noise  is  exempt  from  the  Noise  Abatement  Act;  other  noises 
are  the  concern  of  others,  e.  g.  noisy  vehicles  are  controlled  by  the 
police.  There  is  also  noise  in  factories  and  workplaces,  which 
affects  employees,  and  a lot  of  noise  in  modern  dance  establishments, 
where  the  louder  it  is  the  more  popular  it  seems  to  be,  except  to 
people  living  in  the  vicinity.  There  is  an  increased  awareness  that 
excessive  noise  not  only  interferes  with  the  comfort  of  the  community 
but  is  a menace  to  health.  The  Noise  Abatement  Act  was  introduced 
I believe,  as  a result  of  public  opinion  and  sponsored  by  a voluntary 
organisation,  the  Noise  Abatement  Society,  and  was  the  first  real 
attempt  to  deal  with  the  problem,  but  I think  it  will  require  a far 
more  determined  effort  and  probably  stronger  legislation  to  make  a 
real  impact  on  controlling  noise,  which  is  increasing  not  only  in 
built-up  areas,  but  also  in  the  countryside  where  one  expects  peace 
and  quiet.  There  one  may  encounter  the  appalling  noise  of  jet- 
propelled  model  boats  and  aeroplanes,  go-carts  and  unsilenced 
motor  cycles,  to  say  nothing  of  transistor  radios.  A mechanical  saw 
is  undoubtedly  a time  saver,  but  surely  it  is  not  beyond  science  to 
devise  means  of  reducing  the  hideous  noise  it  produces. 

The  main  source  of  noise  in  Farnborough,  apart  from  aircraft 
and  aero-engine  development,  arises  from  the  use  of  pumps  used  in 
connection  with  de-watering  ground  excavation  work,  and  unsilenced 
compressors  and  pneumatic  drills.  We  have  to  be  constantly 
requiring  the  fitting  of  silencing  equipment  on  drills  and  other  road 
repairing  equipment.  It  is  usually  found  that  the  equipment  is 
available  but  is  not  used.  Statutory  bodies  and  their  sub-contractors 
are  regular  offenders.  The  trouble  with  this  type  of  noise  nuisance  is 
that  the  work  is  often  completed  before  the  statutory  procedure  of  the 
Law  can  be  put  into  effect.  It  would  seem  that  legislation  is  required 
to  make  these  offences  actionable  without  service  of  a statutory  notice, 
in  the  same  way  as  offences  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  and 
Regulations . 

We  work  in  co-operation  with  the  Noise  Control  Section  of  the 
National  Gas  Turbine  Establishment,  who  assist  and  advise  in  general 
noise  control.  In  this  connection  a Conference  of  Public  Health 
Inspectors  in  the  Southern  Centre  of  the  Association  of  Public  Health 
Inspectors  was  held  in  Farnborough  in  conjunction  with  a visit  to  the 
National  Gas  Turbine  Establishment.  It  was  addressed  by  Officials 
of  the  Establishment  on  the  subject  of  "Noise  Control  in  Relation  to 
Aircraft  Engine  Development". 

The  District  Public  Health  Inspectors  attended  a short 
refresher  course  on  noise  at  The  University  of  Southampton,  in  order 
to  keep  up  to  date  with  current  knowledge. 
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HOUSING 


Provision  of  New  Houses 

562  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  an  increase  of 
108  over  1968.  They  were  built  as  shown  below;  the  figures  in 
brackets  give  the  comparative  numbers  for  1967.

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  total  number  of  houses  in  the 
district  was  12,094. 

The  Housing  Manager,  Mr.  J.  Eaton,  informs  me  that  the 
Council  has  a waiting  list  of  636  applicants  for  houses  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  compared  with  623  at  the  end  of  1967.  Applicants  must  have 
a residential  qualification  of  at  least  two  consecutive  years 
immediately  prior  to  applying  for  accommodation. 

Mr.  Eaton  also  makes  the  following  observations  on  the 
housing  position. 

"The  Council  now  owns  2,440  dwellings  of  all  kinds  and  a 
further  123  are  under  construction.  Building  programmes  for  the 
future  are  under  active  consideration  but  land  shortages,  and  reduced 
building  allocations  may  make  it  difficult  even  to  contain  what  appears  to 
be  an  unsolvable  problem" 

Existing  Housing  Accommodation 
The  Inspection,  renovation  and  demolition  of  houses. 

This  is  one  of  the  major  duties  of  the  Department,  which 
continues  to  be  active  in  this  field,  particularly  in  connection  with 
clearance,  repair,  improvement  and  multiple  occupation.  1,  195  visits 
were  made  by  officers  of  the  Department  to  deal  with  housing 
conditions,  to  secure  compliance  with  Notices  served  and  to  supervise 
and  advise  on  repair  and  modernisation  work.  Clearance  by  demolition 
is  not  a major  problem  in  Farnborough.  Our  chief  concern  is  to 
improve  and  modernise  existing  properties,  bringing  them  up  to  modern 
standards.  This  work  is  urgent  as  delay  may  mean  that  they  reach  a 
stage  where  modernisation  becomes  either  impractical  or  uneconomic. 
This  is  a serious  problem  with  the  restricted  rents  and  the  high  cost 
of  repairs,  which  only  too  often  makes  tenanted  houses  an  unprofitable 
investment  and  a millstone  to  many  property  owners.  It  is  anticipated 
that  this  position  will  be  altered  with  the  introduction  of  new  housing 
legislation.  Owner  occupation  continues  to  increase,  a most  desirable 
development,  bringing  with  it  care  and  pride  of  ownership.

Modernising  Houses  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants 

All  the  duties  in  connection  with  Improvement  Grants  are  now 
carried  out  in  the  Department  and  this  work,  including  our  Improvement 
Area,  has  occupied  a great  deal  of  time.  This  will  increase  when  the 
proposed  new  housing  legislation  comes  into  operation.  The 
Department  is  preparing  for  this,  but  it  will  no  doubt  mean  that  we 
shall  require  some  further  assistance,  when  a full  programme  of 
operation  has  been  prepared.  The  officers  of  the  Department  are 
ready  to  assist  and  advise  owners  and  occupiers  on  all  aspects  of 
improvement  work.

In  addition  eleven  properties  within  the  area  are  being 
improved  without  formal  action,  and  discretionary  grants  for  these 
have  been  approved.

Two  owner  occupied  houses  in  the  area  have  also  been 
improved  and  one  has  been  converted  into  two  self-contained  flats. 

Overcrowding 

There  are  no  cases  of  overcrowding  on  the  Register. 

Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

We  were  not  able  to  carry  out  a survey  to  ascertain  the 
extent  of  the  problems  arising  from  multiple  occupation. 

Work  continued  on  the  conversion  into  units  of  living 
accommodation  of  premises,  formerly  a children's  home,  which  had 
degenerated  into  unsatisfactory  living  accommodation. 

Management  Orders  under  section  12  of  the  Housing  Act,  1961  were 
were  made  in  respect  of  two  houses  in  Alexandra  Road.  At  the  same  time 
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time  closing  orders  were  made  with  respect  to  the  attic 
accomimodation  at  the  premiises.  A closing  order  was  made  with 
respect  to  attic  rooms  in  another  house  in  multiple  occupation. 

In  one  case  where  a Management  Order  was  made  in 
1967,  the  use  of  the  premises  changed  and  is  now  a boarding  house 
to  which  these  regulations  do  not  apply,  and  the  amendments  which 
had  been  required  in  a notice  served  under  Section  15  were  no  longer 
applicable. 

Local  Land  Charges,  etc . 

Information  was  supplied  in  respect  of  1,  158  properties 
upon  requests  for  official  searches  of  the  Land  Charges  Register. 

In  addition,  particulars  as  to  properties  were  supplied  in 
all  cases  in  which  mortgages  were  being  arranged  under  the  Housing 
Acts  in  respect  of  the  purchase  of  small  dwellings. 

Rent  Acts 

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received. 


SAFEGUARDING  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES 

A considerable  part  of  the  duties  of  Public  Health  Inspectors 
is  concerned  with  food,  and  one  of  the  most  important  and  extensive 
of  his  duties  is  to  try  to  ensure  that  food,  during  its  storage, 
preparation  and  sale  is  clean  and  safe  to  eat. 

The  Departmient  is  responsible  for  the  inspection  for  evidence 
of  disease  and  fitness  for  human  consumption  of  all  animals  killed  at 
the  slaughterhouse;  the  examination  where  necessary  of  all  other 
food  sold  in  the  district;  and  the  supervision  of  food  premises  and 
food  vehicles  to  ensure  that  they  are  clean  and  comply  with  the 
legislation  which  applies  to  them.  Indeed  I think  it  is  probable  that 
there  is  miore  legislation  relating  to  food  and  drink  than  any  other 
subject.  In  conjunction  with  this  inspection  work,  samples  of  food  are 
taken  for  bacteriological  examination.  To  be  completely  effective,  it 
should  also  include  the  education  of  food  handlers  in  food  hygiene. 

It  is  not  easy  to  keep  up  to  date  with  the  constant  changes  that 
are  taking  place  in  the  industry,  and  with  the  new  methods  of  food 
treatment  and  preservation  which  are  being  introduced.  When  the 
larger  units  of  Local  Government  with  consequently  larger  departments 
come  about,  undoubtedly  this  is  one  of  the  branches  in  which  Public 
Health  Inspectors  will  have  to  specialise.  In  assessing  the  extent  of 
the  work  involved  in  this,  one  has  only  to  consider  the  proportion  of 
food  shops  and  establishments  and  the  large  number  of  people  who  are 
employed  in  the  new  development  in  Farnborough,  and  it  is  the  same 
all  over  the  country. 
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1,402  visits  were  made  by  the  Inspectors  to  food 
premises  to  carry  out  duties  outlined  above.  It  is  a case  of  not 
only  trying  to  ensure  that  satisfactory  standards  are  maintained  but 
to  try  and  improve  them.  It  is  difficult  work  to  control  with  the 
constant  changes  that  take  place  with  proprietors  and  employees. 
Premises  change  proprietorship  without  our  knowledge  and  conditions 
can  change  virtually  overnight.  Anyone  visiting  an  hotel  or 
catering  establishment  can  usually  tell  if  there  has  been  a change  in 
management  for  better  or  worse. 

Education  in  food  hygiene  for  employees  is  fundamental,  but 
I recognise  only  too  well  the  difficulties  because  of  the  different 
types  of  duties,  the  many  different  types  of  establishments,  large 
and  small,  often  under- staffed;  with  different  nationalities  and 
languages.  There  is  perhaps  a greater  turn-over  of  employees  than 
in  any  other  industry.  Nevertheless,  the  fundamental  rules  of 
hygiene  are  common  to  all  types  of  business  and  must  be  obeyed  in 
order  to  provide  clean  and  safe  food  which  the  customer  has  the  right 
to  expect.  He  does  not  expect  to  visit  an  eating  place  and  become  ill 
as  a consequence. 

Some  of  the  large  firms  set  an  example  and  make  food 
hygiene  one  of  their  main  selling  points,  as  indeed  it  should  be. 

They  organise  courses  and  lectures  for  their  personnel  and  I am 
sure  it  pays  them  to  do  so.  This  is  not  possible  with  the  smaller 
establishments,  and  only  the  Local  Authority  or  the  Education 
Authority  can  provide  this  instruction. 

Infringements  of  the  Law  and  unsatisfactory  practices  are 
usually  dealt  with  informally  which  is  our  policy,  but  one  prosecution 
had  to  be  taken  in  connection  with  a cafe,  and  was  dealt  with  severely 
by  the  Magistrates.  It  proved  effective.

In  many  of  them,  particularly  supermarkets  and  similar 
premises,  many  different  food  trades  are  included. 
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All  the  premises  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
Regulations  16  and  19  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations 
1966,  in  respect  of  the  provision  of  wash  hand  basins,  facilities  for 
the  washing  of  food  and  equipment. 

Milk 

There  are  29  distributors  of  milk  on  the  register,  and  all 
miilk  sold  in  Farnborough  is  designated  either  Untreated, 

Pasteurised,  Sterilised  or  Ultra  Heat  Treated. 

The  Council  are  agents  for  the  County  Council  for  the 
licensing  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations 
1963  and  the  following  licences  are  in  force.

Long  Life  Milk  is  now  obtainable  and  is  very  useful  in  cases 
where  fresh  milk  is  not  conveniently  available.  The  use  of  dried 
milk  is  increasing  rapidly,  particularly  in  the  catering  industry. 

Ice  Cream 

108  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream.  Two 
samples  were  taken  and  were  satisfactory.  The  many  ice  cream 
vendors  operating  with  vehicles  were  kept  under  observation.  These 
gave  some  cause  for  concern,  because  of  the  practice  by  the  larger 
distributors  of  ice  cream  to  hire  vehicles  to  individuals  who  are  then 
responsible  for  their  storage  and  maintenance. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods 


Slaughterhouses 

The  present  slaughterhouse  in  Peabody  Road  continued  to  be 
used.  Negotiations  have  not  been  completed  to  build  new  premises  in 
Pinehurst  as  referred  to  in  my  last  report.  The  necessary  approvals 
for  this  project  were  obtained  and  it  is  hoped  that  progress  will  be 
m.ade  during  the  coming  year. 
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Meat  Inspection 


The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  and  1966  require 
carcases  of  animals  slaughtered  for  sale  for  human  consumption  to 
be  inspected,  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption  and  marked  in 
the  manner  prescribed.  Each  Inspector  is  provided  with  an 
individually  inscribed  stamp  which  is  used  for  marking  each  carcase 
after  inspection.  The  following  charges  are  made  for  meat 


inspection. 

Cows,  bullocks,  heifers  and  bulls  2s.  6d. 

Calves  9d. 

Pigs  9d. 

Sheep  6d. 


These  produced  an  income  for  the  Council  of  £1,  131  during 
the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1969. 

381  visits  were  made  by  the  Inspectors  to  inspect  meat  at 
the  slaughterhouse.  A full-time  Authorised  Meat  Inspector  was 
appointed  and  commenced  his  duties  in  June.  24,  833  animals  were 
killed  and  all  were  inspected. 

I am  indebted  to  the  staff  of  the  Veterinary  Investigation 
Centre  at  Reading  for  their  help  and  advice  on  specimens  submitted 
to  them  for  examination. 

Any  cases  considered  to  be  of  interest  to  the  Divisional 
Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Animal  Health  Division  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  are  referred  to  him  for  any  follow- 
up procedure  which  he  may  consider  necessary. 

The  Farnborough  Slaughterhouse  is  recognised  as  a 
training  centre  by  the  Public  Health  Education  Board  for  students, 
both  civilian  and  army.  This  is  by  courtesy  of  the  proprietor  and 
we  endeavour  to  keep  down  any  inconvenience  to  the  minimum.  On 
the  other  hand,  we  have  assisted  the  proprietor  by  carrying  out  an 
inspection  service  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays  with  the  co-operation 
of  the  Inspectors,  although  this  must  not  be  regarded  as  a permanent 
arrangement,  and  when  the  new  slaughterhouse  with  its  improved 
cooling  and  refrigeration  facilities  are  provided,  the  position  will  be 
reviewed.

Bakehouses 

There  were  five  comparatively  small  bakehouses  in  use  but 
one  was  di scontinued  during  the  year.  Bread  is  now  baked  in  three  of 
them,  but  most  of  our  bread  is  brought  into  the  district  from  large 
bakeries  situated  in  other  areas.  The  practice  is  increasing  of 
installing  (rotary  ovens)  in  shops  to  bake  sausage  rolls  and  similar 
products,  and  also  to  complete  the  baking  of  bread  brought  to  the 
premises  partly  baked,  the  object  being  to  satisfy  the  demand  for  a 
freshly  baked  loaf. 

Adulteration  of  Food 

The  County  Council  is  the  responsible  Authority  for 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  relating 
to  the  adulteration  of  Food  and  Drugs,  and  the  Chief  Sampling  Officer, 
Mr.  J.  S.  Preston  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  report  and  figures 
relating  to  work  on  food  adulteration  carried  out  by  the  County  Council 
in  the  Farnborough  Urban  District  during  the  year  ending 
31st  March,  1969:- 

"During  the  year  ended  3 1st  March,  1969,  l6l  samples  were 
procured  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  within  the  area  of  the 
Farnborough  Urban  District  Council. 
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Milk  Samples 


69  samples  of  milk,  including  nine  of  "Channel  Islands", 
were  obtained  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Miscellaneous  Samples 

92  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  were  obtained,  one 
being  the  subject  of  an  adverse  report.  This  was  a sample  of 
French  Cheddar  Cheese  which  contained  only  45.  9%  of  milk  fat.  The 
Cheese  Regulations  require  a minimum  of  48%  and  the  slight 
deficiency  was  referred  to  the  vendor,  with  a view  to  suitable  action 
by  the  packer. 

General 


In  addition  to  the  samples  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  the  usual  attention  was  given  to  the  labels  and  descriptions  of 
food  and  drugs  under  the  provisions  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order 
and  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act.  There  were  no  serious 
complaints  concerning  these  matters". 

Mr.  Preston  also  states  that  the  results  obtained  during 
the  first  year  of  the  recent  programme  of  sampling  food  stuffs  for 
pesticide  residues  indicated  a satisfactory  situation  in  the  County 
area.  The  full  results  for  the  second  year  are  not  yet  available. 

Health  Education 


The  Department  had  a stand  at  the  Festival  of  Art  organised 
by  the  Community  Association  and  held  in  the  Town  Hall  during  the 
year.  Posters  illustrating  aspects  of  Public  Health  were  displayed 
and  also  supplied  on  request. 

Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  acted  as  an  Honorary 
Examiner  on  Public  Health  and  Hygiene  to  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade  and  Scouts  Association,  and  your  Inspectors  are  pleased  to 
give  talks  on  their  work  to  local  organisations  and  others  if  required. 

MISCELLANEOUS  DUTIES 


Heating  Appliance  and  Fireguard  Regulations  1953 

These  regulations  are  administered  by  the  Department  and  are 
designed  to  ensure  that  heating  appliances  are  properly  guarded.  New 
ones  sold  were  found  to  comply  with  the  tests  laid  down. 

No  contraventions  were  found.  Parents  should  see  that  any  un- 
guarded appliances  in  houses,  and  particularly  at  premises  where 
children  have  access,  should  either  be  guarded  or  discarded. 
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Hackney  Carriages 


Hackney  Carriages  plying  for  hire  within  the  Urban  District 
are  licensed  by  the  Council  and  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is 
the  appointed  Inspector. 

We  try  to  obtain  a satisfactory  standard  of  vehicles.  Before 
a licence  is  granted  a special  Roadworthiness  Certificate  is 
required  and  this  must  be  provided  by  a recognised  garage.  The 
scope  of  the  certificate  is  much  wider  than  the  standard  Ministry  of 
Transport  tests  and  in  addition  the  vehicles  are  checked  by  our  own 
Inspectors.  18  Hackney  Carriage  Licences  were  issued  during  the 
Licencing  Year  ending  11th  April,  1969. 

All  applicants  for  Hackney  Carriage  Driver's  Licences  are 
interviewed  and  satisfactory  references  must  be  submitted  in  respect 
of  the  applicant's  character  and  driving  ability.  As  in  the  previous 
year,  there  was  a high  turn-over  in  the  number  of  applicants  for 
driver's  licences  and  42  were  issued  during  the  year. 

Complaints  of  overcharging  are  received  from  time  to  time 
and  these  are  investigated. 

It  was  decided  to  apply  to  the  Home  Office  for  an  amendment 
to  the  Byelaws  allowing  for  a small  increase  in  fares  and  for  the 
compulsory  fitting  of  taxi  meters,  but  this  has  not  been  finalised.
